A Poor oatlook. • 


WASHINGTON, D . O.'J Dec. 11.—It 
must be confessed that the outlook for 
a business session ©f congress is far 
from promisfing. Half a week or more 
baa been wasted already. A useless 
political squabble on the part of the 
republicans is being protracted from 
day to day in the house to the exclu- 
sion of very 
important 
matters. 
Everybody admits that General Gar- 
field was elected president and will be 
inaugurated if he lives. Then what 
is the use of fighting over a bill to re- 
gulate the electoral count as the re- 
publicans are doing? 
If the demo- 
cratic congress shall pass the bill, and 
it really conflicts with the constitution, 
as the republicans claim, that furnishes 
ample reason for its veto by the presi- 
dent. It looks very much as if the 
republicans in the house are more 
desirous of wasting time in discussing 
useless political questions than of 
transacting the public business. It 
is hardly to be expected that the dem-, 
ocratic suggestion to dispense with 
the usual holiday recess, in order that 
the work of the session may be push- 
ed forward, will be adopted by the 
republicans. 
The republicans will 
insist on the holiday* trip homeward 
being taken, and it will in all proba- 
bility be nearing the middle of Jan- 
uary before congress gets down to 
hard work. The indications now are 
that the debate over the electoral 
count bill in the house will run until 
the adjounment for the holidays. 


There is but one way to stop this, 
and that is for the democrats to notify 
the republicans that unless they stop 
their filibustering on the bills they 
(the democrats) will refuse to allow a 
quorum to meet to witness the elec- 
toral count, and thus make void the 
declaration of Garfield's election.

SIOUX CITY, la.,- Dec. 10.—After 
four days of blockade by the snow, 
the east-bound train on the Fort 
Pierre line of the Northwestern left 
Tracy, Minn., on Wednesday evening 
with 330 passengers on the train, con- 
sisting of seven coaches, two baggage 
cars and two locomotives. At 2:30 
o'clock on Thursday morning, five 
miles east of New Ulms, the axle on 
the rear tender broke, throwing all 
the cars except the rear one from the 
track. 
One baggage car was partially 
destroyed by fire, and several cars 
were badly wrecked. The accident 
occurred on the level prairie, and the 
cars tipped over into a snow bank, 
which broke the force of the over- 
throw. The passijngers were badly 
shook up, but none were seriously 
hurt, which is considerable of a mira- 
cle, as the train was running twenty 
miles an hour. 
The thermometer 
indicated twenty degrees :below zero, 
and there was consyierable suffering 
from cold. An engine was brought 
up from Ncjw Ulms and the passen- 
gers transferred back to that place. 
Superintendent Sanborn, of the Iowa 
division, was on the ground, and, 
under his direction, the track was 
built around the wreck, and at 3 
o'clock, Thursday afternoon, the road 
was open. 


Richmond to Have I^etter Carriers.
